State Allocates 
City Tree Fund 
From Gas Tax

Mayor Wljliam H. Tolson was 
authorized by the city council 
Tuesday night to sign an agre 
nient with the State division of 
Highways which allocates $1,000 
of the city's quarter-cent gaso­ 
line tax funds for the planting 
of some 200 or 300 new trees 
jilong Highway 101 within the 
^Itv limits and their watering.

City Engineer Frank Leonard 
explained that he had estimated 
it would cost about $840 to 
water the trees for a year. The 
growths will replace trees which 
died last winter because of 
frost. The $1,000 allocation will 
be deducted from the gas tax 
revenues to the city and the 
balance which is now avail­ 
able-can be used for improve­ 
ment of secondary roads or 
pyramided for some major 
street project, Leonard said.
